A JOINT SESSION 
OF CONGRESS MAY 
HEAR PRESIDENT 


Washington, D. C., June 26.—General Oarranta today bad but 


one.more chance to prevent an open break between the United 
States and Mexico. Another note sent him yesterday by Secretary 
Lansing demands that 17 American prisoners of the Carriial bat- 
tle, now held at Chihuahua City, be released and that the Mexican 
government place itself on record immediately concerning- its fu- 
ture intentions toward the American forces now in Mexico. 


The communication disclosed that General Gananza had ad- 


mitted in a note received by the state department, issuing orders 
to General Trevino to attack American forces moving in any direc- 
tion except toward the border. In carrying out these orders the 
attack at Caniaal occurred. Consequently, the American 
gov- 


ernment now considers the defacto president responsible for the 
attack and gives him a final •opportunity to change his attitude. 


President Wilson arranged last night for a possible joint ses- 


sion of the house and the senate later this week .which he may 
address after the Carranza reply is received. Chairman Stone of 
the senate foreign relations committee, Senator Lodge, ranking Re- 
publican member, and Chairman Flood of the house committee, 
on foreign affairs, conferred for more than an hour with the pres- 
ident, and after their call Mr. Stone said: "We will never have 
peace down there until we use force enough to compel it."

his. Alma 


Mater, Yale University at 
Hew Haven, Conn. A unique 
and interesting custom is fol- 
lowed by the Reunion Classes 
—those which 
have been 


graduated one, three, six, 
ten and higher multiples of 
five years—in 'that they ap- 
pear in distinctive costume 
during the three or four 
days of the commencement 
exercises. 


This regalia is usually of a 


fantastic order, but Mr. Sel- 
by's class, 1906's, which was 
celebrating its Decennial or 
ten year reunion, caught the 
spirit of the times and turn- 
ed the old custom to a more 
serious purpose.

Haven they were placed in 
roolry squads and drilled in 
the manual of arms, march- 
ing formations. The readi- 
ness with which these ma- 
neuvers were acquired by 
greenhorns would seem to be 
an argument in favor of high- 
er education. 


The men were aligned to 


army tents pitched upon the 
campus behind barbed wire 
entanglements and 
camped 


out during the reunion with 
pickets constantly on duty.

ROOSEVELT DECLINES NOMINATION; ENDO 


WANTS BULL MOOSE 
TO S U P P O R T THE 


0. P. CANDIDATE 


. New York, June 26—The fol- 
lowing letter 
from 
Theodore 


Roosevelt relative to his refusal to 
accept the nomination for presi- 
dent on the Progressive ticket, 
was in the hands of the 
Pro- 


gressive committee in- session here 
today: 
To the Progressive National Com- 


mittee : 
Gentlemen—In accordance with,' 


the message I sent to the 
Pro- 


gressive National Convention as 
soon as I had received the notifi- 
cation that it had nominated me 
for President, I now communicate 
to you my reasons for declining 
the honor which "I so deeply ap- 
preciate. Since the adjournment 
of the Convention, I have receiv- 
ed between two and three thou- 
sand-letters and telegrams from 
•men who had supported me for 
the nomination, the majority ex- 


' pressing the desire that I would 


the 
iical 


refuse to run, while a minority 
urged that I should accept 1 
nomination. As it is a physi 
impossibility to answer these let- 


• ters and telegrams individually, I 


beg of the courtesy of the senders 
that they will accept this public 
statement in. lieu of such answers. 


Before speaking of anything 


else, I wish to express my hearti- 
est and most unstinted admiration 
for the character and service of 
the men and women who made up 
the Progressive National Conven- 
tion in 1916. I can give them no 
higher praise than to say that in 
all respects they stood level with 
the men and.women who in 1912 
joined at Chicago to found 
the 


1'rogressivo Party. 
These 
two 


conventions, in character, in dis- 
interestedness, in vision, in in- 
sight, in high purpose, and in de- 
sire to render practical service to 
the people, typified exactly what 
such bodies ought to be in a great 
self-governing democracy. 
They 


represented the spirit which mov-

Howard Rapp's Store And 


Two Homes Are Destroyed; 


Appeal To City For Aid, 


Motor Truck Strips Gear 


The village of Nauvoo, located 


about a mile west of the city, and 
near Union Mills, was visited by a 
disastrous fire Saturday night. A 
general store, a summer kitchen 
end smoke house belonging to 
Howard Rapp; a four room cot- 
tage belonigng to Ray Kemper 
and a three room cottage rented 
by Charles Baer were completely 
destroyed. 


A call for assistance was sent 


to the local fire companies 
and 


the East End truck responded but 
broke down and was unable to 
render aid. The loss has been es- 
timated at about $3,000 and is 


: partially covered by insurance. 


The lire started 
in the Rapp 


store. Its origin is unknown. 


Memories "of the conflagration 


at Olway were vividly brought to 
mind lato Saturday night when 
the news spread that Nauvoo was 
dire. The bright splotch of red 
.•ilong.tlio hills on the West Side, 
which loomed up like the rays' of 
a gigantic search light attracted 
hundreds of local citizens to the 


, scene. The tow path soon was 


crowded with automobile parties 
«oing to the village. 


Howard Rapp stated Sunday it 


was 9:30 Saturday evening when 
the fire was discovered. Mr. Rapp 
resided in the rooms 
above his 


store and was preparing to retire 
when he made the discovery. 


"It was about this time," said 


Mr. Rapp, "we went up stairs to 
go tn bed. 
About five minutes 


after 1 had gotten undressed 1 
heard something like sounded like 
an automobile coming up the hill. 
1 have a machine and there were 
some Portsmouth people coming 
out Saturday evening to look at it 
hut they:did not arrive. My wife 
uiid it must bo the parties 
from 


Portsmouth, so I started to put on 
my clothes." 


"Then I heard a cracking noise 


down stairs. Just as 1 opened the 


r, the lieat and smoke rolled 


up. 


"1 just grabbed Gwendolyn, 


ray little four year old daughter, 
and my wife took the baby, How- 
ard, and we started. 
My wife 


Marled back three times to get 
"Her clothes, but I took hold of her 
snd pulled her down stairs. 
At 


the bottom, we found the door 
locked but luckily, the key was 
in the lock and we opened the 
door and hurried outside. 


"The fire started in the front 


end of the store, for this was the 
fire place I saw flames. I yelled 
for help several minutes before 
'anyone heard me. By that time, 
the building Was boiling with 
flames. I didn't get a chance to 
save anything, except some stuff 
in the summer, kitchen. 


"At the time of the.fire .Ray 


Kemper's family were down at the 
town church supper and Roy was 
over talking "to some neighbors. 
He saved 
all o£ his household 


goods. hCarles Baer saved all of 
his furniture." 
.. 


Within a short time after .the 


flames enveloped the general store 
casting an angry light over the 
hillside, hundreds of people hur- 
ried to the place and some assist- 
ed the Kemper and Baer families 


ve their household goods to a 


place of safety.

Mrs. Pearl "White called the 


East End fire company by tele- 
phone and asked for assistance. 
At this time, it looked as if the 
village was doomed. 


The general store was located 


»n Second street which is a nar- 
ow thoroughfare, along the side 
of a sloping hill, running north 
and south. After consuming the 
s'.ore the flames leaped to the 
Kemper home which was just 
south and soon devoured this 
structure. 


Bucket brigades were formed 


and then the East End motor 
truck arrived. It was taken to 
the Walter Journey home and 
backed into the yard near a well. 
A gear was stripped and the.ma- 
I'.hiue was put out of commission. 
Chief George Koerncr summoned 
his men and attacked the burning 
walls with poles while the bucket 
brigade flung water upon the 
sides of the lire swept homes. 


The last home to be burned was 


the Baer house, which adjoined a 
cottage belonging to Flint Os- 
born. 
Here the 
flames were 


checked, but only after 
a hard 


battle. 
"Several times " said 


Mr. Osborn, "1 thought my house 
ivas a gon'er. ,When we threw 
water on the sides it boiled and 
steamed. The wood was blistered 
and the roof was afire several 
nines, 
lust."

peditionary command. However, 
Captain Morey soon 
'became so 


weak from loss of blood that he 
was unable to walk and believing 
he was dying, lie ordered his men 
to leave him and save themselves. 


This they did, but shortly the 


wounded officer managed to rally 
enough strength to crawl to the 
ranch house of an

named McCabe, li>;ing_ aboutnine 
miles from CurrizaJ.

had found Captain Morey hidden 
in McCabe's house and that his 
wounds were not'dangerous. Up-

I". The village of Nauvoo, located 
about a mile west of the city, aud 
near Union Mills, was visited by a 
"disastrous fire Saturday night. A 
general store, a summer kitchen 
and smoke house belonging to 
iHoward'Bapp; a four room cot- 
'tage belonigng to Ray Kemper 
and a three room cottage rented 
by Charles Baer were completely 
destroyed." 
. A call for assistance was sent 
to the local fire,companies ' and 


'.the East End truck responded but 
'broke" down and was unable to 
render aid. The loss has been es- 
timated at about $3,000 and is 
partially covered by insurance. 
The fire started in the Kapp 
store. Its origin is unknown. 


Memories of the conflagration 


at OtwayVere vividly brought to 
mind late Saturday night when 
the news spread that Nauvoo was 
afire. The bright splotch of Ted 
along the hills on the ."West Side, 
which loomed up like the, rays of 
a gigantic search, light attracted 
hundreds of .local citizens to the 
scene. The tow path soon was 
crowded with automobile parties 
going to. the village. 


Howard Eapp stated Sunday it 


was 9:30 Saturday evening when 
the fire was discovered. Mr. Kapp 
resided in the rooms above his 
store and was preparing to retire 
when he made the discovery. 


"It was about this time," said 


Sir. Eapp, "we went up stairs to 
go to bed. 
About five minutes 


after I had gotten undressed 1 
heard something like sounded like 
an automobile coming up the hill. 
I have a machine and there were 
some Portsmouth 
people coining 


out Saturday evening to look, at it 
but they did not arrive. My wife 
.said it must-be the parties from 
Portsmouth, so I started to put on 
uiy clothes." 


"Then 1 heard a cracking noise 


down stairs. Just as I opened the 
door, the heat und smoke .rolled 
up."I just grabbed Gwendolyn, 
ray little four year old daughter, 
und my wife took the baby,.

By that time, 
the building was boiling with 
flames'. I didn't get a ehanco to 
j.ave anything, except some stuff 
in the summer kitchen. 


"At the time of the fire Hay 


Kemper's family were down at tlie 
town church supper and Hoy wns 
over talking to some neighbors. 
He saved 
all of his household 


goods. hCarles Baer saved all of 
his furniture." 


Within a short time after the 


flames enveloped the general store 
casting an angry light over the 
hillside, hundreds of people hur- 
ried to the place and some assist- 
ed the Kemper and Baer families 
move their household goods to a 
place of safety. 


Mrs. Pcnrl White called the 


East End lire company by 
tele- 


phone and asked for assistance. 
At this time, it looked as if the 
village was doomed. 
. Tlie genera! store was located 
on Second street which is a iiar- 
low thoroughfare, along the side 
of a sloping hill, running north 
and south. 
After consuming the 


store the flames leaped to the 
Kemper 
home which was just 


south and

Bucket brigades were formed 


and then the East End motor 
truck arrived. It was taken to 
the Walter Journey home and 
backed into the yard near a well. 
A gear was stripped and the ma- 
chine was put out of commission.
